Christianity's Prediction 


Christianity is surprisingly different 
from man-made religions.

Should Christians Ever Judge Others ? 


In view of what our Lord Jesus said 
about letting “both grow together until the 
harvest” (Matt. 13: 30), of his eating with 
Judas at the last supper, and of what Paul 
said about judging “nothing before the time, 
until the Lord come” (1 Cor. 4:5), how 
are we to explain 1 Corinthians 5:11, 13, 
where we are told not to keep company or 
to eat with certain ones, and to “put away 
from among yourselves that wicked person” ? 
—A Massachusetts reader, 


HE duty of judging is one of the 

most vital obligations laid upon Chris- 

tians in this present life by the in- 
spired Word. 

But it is a strange fact that, whenever 
God’s people obey his command to judge, 
and do so according to the principles laid 
down in his Word, they are told by one 
or another that they are doing wrong in 
thus judging, and the Lord’s word is quoted, 
“Judge not, that ye be not judged” (Matt. 
7:1). Yet those who thus condemn Chris- 
tians for judging seem to forget that they 
themselves, who do the condemning, are 
doing exactly what they condemn — that is, 
judging another. 

It is of the utmost importance, therefore, 
to examine the Scriptures on this far- 


reaching and practical question, that we 
may be clear where the right and the wrong 
lie. : 
To begin with, let us not make the com- 
mon mistake of isolating this or that verse 
of Scripture and drawing from it a mean- 
ing that contradicts other Scripture. The 
Bible never contradicts itself — provided 
we get the whole message of the Bible on 
any subject. Any single verse on judging 
must be set alongside the many other pas- 
sages on judging; then only can we take 
safe ground. 

Let us start with the question, Is judg- 
ing ever a Christian duty? 

“Judge not according to the appearance, 
but judge righteous judgment,” said our 
Lord to the Jews who were judging him 
wrongly (John 7:24). Here Christ com- 
mands righteous judgment by men, making 
it a duty. 

When our Lord ate with Judas at the 
last supper, he certainly was not refraining 
from judging Judas. After telling the dis- 
ciples that one of them should betray him, 
and being asked by Judas, “Master, is it 
I?” the Lord answered plainly that it was 
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(Matt. 26:25). And the Lord had just 
uttered the terrible words of judgment: 
“The Son of man goeth as it is written 
of him: but woe unto that man by whom 
the Son of man is betrayed! it had been 
good for that man if he had not been 
born.” 

“He that is spiritual judgeth all things” 
(1 Cor. 2:15), wrote Paul. How can 
this be? Because, as the next verse 
tells us, “we have the mind of Christ.” 
The verb here rendered “judgeth” means 
literally ‘“‘discerneth.” The believer, in 
whom Christ dwells. as wisdom, is . given 
supernatural power to judge, or discern, 
or distinguish between truth and falsehood, 
between right and wrong, especially by 
bringing all things to the test of the in- 
spired and infallible Scriptures — “the 
words ... which the Holy Ghost teacheth” 
(v. 13). 

Paul rebukes the Corinthian Christians 
for taking certain matters into the pagan 
law courts, and says that the Christians 
ought to judge and decide these matters for 
themselves. “Do ye not know that the 
saints shall judge the world? and if the 
world shall be judged by you, are ye un- 
worthy to judge the smallest matters? ... 
I speak to your shame. Is it so, that there is 
not a wise man among you? no, -not one that 
shall be able to judge between his breth- 
ren? But brother goeth to law with brother, 
and that before the unbelievers” (1 Cor. 
6: 2-6). 

After warning Timothy, and the whole 
Church of Christ, that “in the last days 
perilous times shall come,’ when there 
will be men “having a form of godliness, 
but denying the power thereof,’ Paul en- 
joins: “from such turn away” (2 Tim. 3: 
1-5). Here is the Christian duty of judg- 
ing in such matters, in order to turn away 
from false “godliness.” 

And the duty is laid upon Timothy and 
all faithful ministers to “reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all longsuffering and doctrine” 
(2 Tim. 4:2). It is impossible to reprove 
and rebuke without judging. 

Again, Paul commands Titus: “Rebuke 
with all authority. Let no man despise 
thee” (Titus 2:15). One must judge in 
order to do this. 

“Beloved,” wrote the aged apostle John 
by inspiration, “believe not every spirit, 
but try [prove] the spirits whether they 
are of God: because many false prophets 
are gone out into the world. Hereby know 
ye the Spirit of God: Every spirit that 
confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh is of God: and every spirit that con- 
fesseth not that Jesus Christ is come in 
the flesh is not of God: and this is that 
spirit of antichrist, whereof ye have heard 
that it should come; and even now already 
is it in the world” (1 John 4:1-3). Sen- 
sitive, faithful trying, proving, judging, is 
the only way of safety for God’s beloved 
children in this present world, where Anti- 
christ and his false teachings are so preva- 
lent, subtle, deceptive, and increasing. 

Christian people who obey these many 
divine injunctions to judge are often called 
intolerant and harsh. Listen to another in- 
spired word of the beloved apostle: “For 
many deceivers are entered into the world. 
. . . Whosoever transgresseth, and abideth 
not in the doctrine of Christ, hath not God. 
He that abideth in the doctrine of Christ, 
he hath both the Father and the Son. If 
there come any unto you, and bring not 
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this doctrine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid him God speed: For he 
that biddeth him God speed -is partaker of 
his evil deeds” (2 John 7, 9-11). 

With all this plain and inescapable teach- 
ing in the Scriptures as to the Christian 
duty of judging, let us now look at pas- 
sages that are constantly but mistakenly 
urged against this duty. 

In the sermon on the mount the Lord 
said, “Judge not, that ye be not judged” 
(Matt. 7:1). He immediately went on 
with a statement showing that he was 
warning against false judging; and that the 
man who judges falsely will be judged for 
this. “And why behcldest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye, and considerest 
not the beami that is in thine own eye?” 
That is false judging. But the Lord does 
not stop here; he not only shows the only 
way of true judging, but he enjoins true 
judging. - “Thou hypocrite, first cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye; and then shalt 
thou see clearly to cast out the mote out of 
thy brother’s eye.” 

“And then shalt thou see clearly to Cast 
OUT THE MOTE OUT OF THY BROTHER’S EYE.” 
Only when we have judged ourselves can 
we safely perform the duty of judging 
others. That it is a duty to judge others 
is seen from this and the many passages 
quoted above from our Lord and the apos- 
tles. 

In the parable of the tares and wheat, 
the Lord forbade a certain kind of judging. 
The good seed or wheat, as he explained 
(Matt. 13: 36-43), stands for “the children 
of the kingdom; but the tares are the chil- 
dren of the wicked one.” When the “serv- 
ants of the householder” asked if they 
should go and root up the tares, he for- 
bade this: “Nay; lest while ye gather up 
the tares, ye root up also the wheat with 
them. Let both grow together until the 
harvest.” And at that time, at the end of 
the age, when “the reapers are the angels” 
and not men, “the tares are gathered and 
burned in the fire,” but the righteous shall 
“shine forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father.” 

In other words, this judging between the 
lost and the saved, and passing judgment 
upon them, is not the duty of God’s chil- 
dren. Such judging, which belongs to God 
alone, is very different from the judging 
enjoined in the Scriptures between right 
and wrong, falsehood and truth, and other 
matters in which it is our duty to judge. 

In Romans 14 Paul discusses certain mat- 
ters, not of absolute right and wrong, but 
in which Christians may legitimately differ. 
“For one believeth that he may eat all 
things: another, who is weak, eateth herbs. 
. .. One man esteemeth one day above an- 
other: another esteemeth every day alike. 
Let every man be fully persuaded in his 
own mind.” Concerning such matters, Paul 
says, we are not to judge others: “Let us 
not therefore judge one another any more: 
but judge this rather, that no man put a 
stumblingblock or an occasion to fall in his 
brother’s way. I know, and am persuaded 
by the Lord Jesus, that there is nothing 
unclean of itself: but to him that esteemeth 
any thing to be unclean, to him it is un- 
clean.” : 

The matter of judging, therefore, 
throughout this chapter, has nothing to do 
with vital questions, or revealed doctrines, 
or sin and righteousness, but only concerns 
things in which each child of God is to act 
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in accordance with what he believes God 
would have him do. 

In 1 Corinthians 4, Paul speaks of mat- 
ters in which the Lord Jesus Christ alone 
can be the judge, and says: “Therefore

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The Flood, Evolution, and Science 


A view of creation that is in accord with the

tion philosophy is regarded by most 

Europeans and by scientists through- 
out the world as another American intel- 
lectual curiosity. By such people this 
revolt against evolution is known as “Fun- 
damentalism,” and it received a vast amount 
of unfavorable publicity as the result of 
the Scopes trial at Dayton, Tenn., in 1925, 
for it is said that more words were cabled 
across to Europe about the proceedings at 
this trial than about any other event that 
ever took place in America. 

The word “Fundamentalism” seems to 
have been coined by the editor of the 
Watchman-Examiner, Dr. Curtis Lee Laws, 
having been suggested by a series of books 
under the title “The Fundamentals,” which 
began to appear in the autumn of 1909, 
having as general editor Dr. A. C. Dixon, 
who later held Spurgeon’s pulpit in Lon- 
don. These books were issued in. enormous 
numbers, mounting well up into the mil- 
lions, having been paid for by two wealthy 
laymen and distributed free of cost to 
Christian workers in all parts of the world. 
This was only a few years before the 
World War, and those of us who are old 
enough can remember distinctly the fool- 
ish, swaggering optimism which at that 
time seemed to have absolute possession of 
the world. -These books on “The Funda- 
mentals” voiced a distinct protest against 
the triumphant paganism of that time, call- 
ing upon Christians everywhere to return 
to the Bible and to the cosmogony of the 
Bible. 


“Illogical Geology”’ 


Some three years before this, however, 
or in the early summer of 1906, the present 
writer published at his own expense his 
second book (the first having appeared in 
1902), entitled: “Illogical Geology, “the 
Weakest Point in the Evolution Theory.” 
Dr. A. C. Dixon had read this book, as 
had also many of his associates; and they 
had most heartily endorsed its open return 
to the Flood theory of geology as the most 
sensible method of explaining the fossils 
and the most logical and the most effective 
way of dealing with the theory of evolu- 
tion. -Byron C. Nelson, in his admirable 
“Deluge Story in Stone” (Augsburg, 
1931),~has shown that the Flood theory in 
geology has had a long and very honorable 
history, having been almost universally 
accepted by scientific men during the cen- 
tury from 1700 to 1800. But at the period 
to which I have referred, the little book 
“Tllogical Geology,” which had served as 
an intellectual stimulus to Dr. Dixon and 
his associates, was about the first book in 
nearly a full century which had sought to 
interpret the phenomena of the fossils in 
terms of a universal Flood, thus returning 
to the cosmogony of a literal Creation as 
it used to be believed by all Christians be- 
fore the rise of evolutionary geology. 

Much water has gone under London 
Bridge-since “The Fundamentals” were first

issued. The dozen-odd books by the pres- 
ent writer no longer stand alone in advocat- 
ing the Flood theory of geology and thereby 
a return to the full cosmogony of the 
Christian Church, George Barry O’Toole’s 
“Case Against Evolution” (Macmillan, 
1925) gives it support in about thirty pages, 
and this book has become the leading Ro- 
man Catholic work against the evolution 
theory. Professor Floyd E. Hamilton’s 
two splendid works, “The Basis of Chris- 
tian Faith” (Doran, 1927), and “The Basis 
of Evolutionary Faith’ (James Clarke and 
Co., 1931), advocate the Flood theory; 
while this view has received enthusiastic 
support from Byron C. Nelson’s “Deluge 
Story in Stone” (Augsburg, 1931), and 
“After Its Kind” (Augsburg, 1931). 

A number of other books might be men- 
tioned which give at least a partial assent 
to this view. So that, while it may be 
too early to say that all evangelical be- 
lievers are united in supporting the Flood 
theory of geology and a complete return 
to the old-fashioned cosmogony of pre- 
evolution days (the pre-Adamite theory 
and the day-age theory each having some 
advocates), it is easy to see that this view 
is by all odds the leading view of those 
who refuse to accept the theory of organic 
evolution. And in view of the logical and 
scientific weaknesses of the two rival the- 
ories, many think it almost self-evident that 
the Flood theory is the only line of Chris- 
tian apologetics that can hope to survive 
among those who are acquainted with mod- 
ern scientific discoveries. 


Three Theories Explained 


Perhaps I should define these three the- 
ories. 

The day-age theory accepts at full face 
value the scheme of the familiar geologi- 
cal ages, and it says that the “days” of 
creation were immense periods of time, 
corresponding more or less closely with 
these geological ages. According to this 
theory, the fossils may be regarded as 
“medals of creation,” engraved in the rocks 
during the long-drawn-out process of the 
“creation” of the world and the things in 
it. It is the theory widely held a half- 
century or so’ ago by such outstanding 
Christians as Gladstone, the Duke of 
Argyll, Sir J: W. Dawson, with very many 


others. With considerable modification 
and in a loose general way it is still held 
by those. who call themselves “theistic evo- 
lutionists.” 

The pre-Adamite theory also accepts the 
scheme of geological ages; only it would 
put these ages all back: into a former 
period of the world’s history, previous to 
the main part of the first chapter of Gen- 
esis, which it accepts in full as a record 
of actual events. In this view, the fossils 
were formed during a period long before 
the present world of plants, animals, and 
man; so that they really have for us hu- 
man beings only a dilettante or academic 
interest, not being vitally connected in any 
way with the present world in which we 
live except as they may furnish us with 
products of commercial importance. This 
theory was formerly advocated by Thomas 
Chalmers, Cardinal Wiseman, and J. Pye 
Smith; and it is still taught by Harry Rim- 
mer, Major L. Merson Davies, and many 
others. 


Fossil Fallacies 


The Flood theory rejects the geological 
“ages,” which it says are.artificial and un- 
scientific distinctions in age between the 
various fossil types of plant and animal life. 
It bases its primary argument upon a criti- 
cal examination of the scientific facts about 
the fossils, which it regards as representing 
contemporary animals and plants which 
were destroyed and buried by the Flood. 
From the study of the fossils (as well as 
from the Bible) it regards the Flood as 
an absolutely world-transforming event, 
which forever destroyed the wonderful cli- 
mate in which antediluvian man lived and 
the profuse supply of food with which he 
was provided, the present world being lit- 
tle better than the ruins of that world which 
God created and pronounced “very good.” 
Until the time of Charles Lyell and the 
present widely-accepted theory of Uniform- 
ity, the Flood theory in some form was 
almost universally accepted by all classes 
of scientific men. Within the present cén- 
tury the original type of the Flood theory 
in its simple, common-sense form has been 
revived by the present writer, and has 
received widespread attention and endorse- 
ment, as already mentioned. 

While both the day-age theory and the 
pre-Adamite theory still have advocates 
among those who take the Bible unques- 
tioningly as the Word of God, yet many 
modern developments in biology and geol- 
ogy seem to cail for a renewed considera- 
tion of the Flood theory as giving the best 
promise of proving ultimately to be in full 
accord with the Bible and with all the best 
discoveries of modern science. 

As Professor Floyd Hamilton has so 
clearly brought out in his “Basis of Evo- 
lutionary Faith,” all well informed scientists 
now admit that they don’t know anything 
at all about how organic evolution came 
about, though they still stick to their faith 
that it did take place somehow. They all 
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think that the fossiliferous rocks prove the 
long progress or development of life from 
the little to the big, from the less organized 
to the much more highly organized, and 
man last of all. The serial arrangement 


of the fossils in what professes to be a gen- © 


uine historical order has so captured the 
mind of mankind that all modern educated 
men (except the few who have accepted 
the Flood theory) look upon this serial 
arrangement not as a mere theory, but as 
an actual historical fact. Every other part 
of the evolution theory may be proper sub- 
jects for further study or investigation; 
but this geological scheme of the fossils, 
which is the very backbone of the evolu- 
tion theory, is always treated by evolution- 
ists as a primal orthodoxy which it would 
be folly to question and useless to reinvesti- 
gate. Hence the impasse between the evo- 
lutionists and the Fundamentalists. 
However, in reality, this modern faith 
in the theory of evolution begins to show 
the characteristics of a sheer superstition; 
for a superstition is merely a belief in some- 
thing without any adequate facts on which 
to base this belief. In the light of modern 
discoveries in geology, it is as clear as 
elementary mathematics that there is not 
now and never has been any possible 
method, worthy of being called scientific, 
of proving that the trilobites lived before 
the dinosaurs or the dinosaurs before the 
mastodons and other elephants. The time- 
values of the fossils are entirely mythical; 
hence the evolutionary arrangement of the 
fossils (on which-all the rest of the theory 
is built) is a mere figment of the imagira- 
tion, and not history at all. Hence the 
entire evolution theory is founded on faith 
in something no better than thin air, some- 
thing that has no reality as objective fact. 
This is what makes the modern faith in 
evolution appear to those of us who are 
informed much like a sheer superstition. 


Let Scientists Listen to Huxley 


In this connection it might be well for 
us all to remember the stern words of 
T. H. Huxley, that “the foundation of 
morality is to have done, once and for all, 
with lying; to give up pretending to be- 
lieve that for which there is no evidence.” 
If people could be induced to think through 
the fundamental ideas connected with this 
subject, many would doubtless begin to 
see that in the light of modern scientific 
discoveries the theory of organic evolution 
rests upon blind faith, and hence is no bet- 
ter than a superstition. But superstitions 
have their strength in the will to believe; 
ani it will always be more to the liking of 
most people to believe in almost anything 
that will do as a substitute for believing in 
the Word of the living God. 

Two distinct ideas go to make the theory 
of organic evolution, a history, and a 
method: an alleged history of something 
that has occurred, and an explanation of 
how it took place. The documents upon 
which this alleged history is based are found 
in the water-deposited rocks; they com- 
prise the science of geology. The explana- 
tion of how the gradual development of 
simple forms into more complex forms 
came about would be found in such sci- 
ences as zoology and botany, biology, gen- 
etics, etc. Every well informed person 
‘knows that within recent years the attempt 
to explain the -how of this process has 
completely collapsed. No reputable scientist 
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now believes that he really knows how 
evolution took place. Yet because of their 
faith in the noisy claims of evolutionary 
geology, most people who pride themselves 
on being well informed still feel confident 
that organic evolution did take place some- 
how. The biological basis of the theory 
is gone, and they know it; the geological 
basis is also gone, —only they don’t know 
it. 

During the past twenty years many books 
and pamphlets have appeared which voice 
a rejection of the biological part of the 
evolution theory, including a rejection of 
the entire theory of man’s animal origin. 
So far so good. But some of these books 
still offer the old conjectures about the 
“index fossils” or the geological “ages,” 
though their authors are on the side of 
the Bible. Is it not high time for Bibie 
believers to unite on the best possible 
method of dealing with these subjects, 
so as to present a united front to the 
world? 


Which Theory Is Wrong? 


Some Fundamentalists are strongly at- 
tached to the pre-Adamite theory. Others 
still cling to the day-age. theory. For over 
thirty years I have been teaching the Flood 
theory. It is not practicable here to under- 
take a discussion of the objections that 
may be offered to these other two views. 
But it is self-evident that all three of these 
views cannot be true. Accordingly, two 
out of the three must be wrong both sci- 
entifically and religiously; they must be 
highly dishonoring to the God of Heaven 
and to his truth, because they give a twisted 
account of his creation and of his dealings 
with the earliest races of mankind. I am 
here trying to urge that Fundamentalists 
make an intensive study of this entire ques- 
tion and unite on whichever one of these 
views is most in harmony with a common- 
sense reading of the first eleven chapters 
of the Bible, and which is least vulnerable 
to the merciless attacks of trained logic 
and objective natural science. 

Necessarily we cannot hope for a mathe- 
matical demonstration of the truth of one 
of these theories in contrast with the others. 
It must always remain a question of the 
preponderance of the evidence scientific and 
religious. We ought to accept that view 
which appears most probable in the light 
of all that we know about the scientific 
facts of biology and geology, and in the 
light of the unbiased and straightforward 
reading of the Scripture record. 

Both the day-age theory and the pre- 
Adamite theory show al:ogether too much 
confidence in the claims of evolutionary 
geologists that they are able to discriminate 
among the fossils and assign some of them 
to one “age” and some to another, when 
modern scientific discoveries have abun- 
dantly proved that these distinctions in age 
are highly artificial and the results thus 
claimed are without secure foundation, all 
of the buried fossil animals and plants 
being easily regarded as having all been 
contemporary and having been destroyed 
by one major world-catastrophe. 

The Flood theory is today much more 
easily reconciled with the results of modern 
scientific discoveries. It would also seem to 
be the more obvious view to be read from 
the first eleven chapters of the Bible. What 
more do we need?

Dear Mother Ruth: I am twenty-one years 
old and staying at home; have not been very 
strong for the last few years, but have been 
able to earn enough to get a few clothes — 
not many. But my parents are poor, so they 
can’t help me. What I would like to know 
is this: How much should I give to the church 
and other things, and should helping my par- 
ents come first? 

Then another thing. I am a Christian and 
know I am saved. But for some reason or 
other, while I love to go to church on Sun- 
days and to our other meetings during the 
week and listen to our minister—and I get 
lots of help there, too— prayer and Bible read- 
ing just don’t go. It has not always been like 
this; I used to pray and have answers to 
prayer, too; and I used to love to read the 
Bible but now I don’t get much out of reading 
the Bible. 

And in prayer —God just doesn’t seem real 
and near. But I can’t give it up on account 
of that. I can’t help seeing that I am 
slipping and losing ground; and yet I have 
earnestly prayed about it, and tried to, but 
can’t, find the reason for it. Although every- 
thing seems pretty much the same in all things 
of my life I just get discouraged. How to 
change things and do differently I don’t know, 
but can only pray that God will show me. In 
this way I am writing to you, amd would like 
you to tell me what I can do about it. 

Y DEAR GIRL: How blessed you 

are without realizing it! As I read 
your letter I remembered the words of 
the blessed Book: “Blessed are they which 
do hunger and thirst after righteousness: 
FOR THEY SHALL BE FILLED” 
(Matt. 5:6). 

Satan today is trying to discourage the 
saints and get them to give up fellowship 
with the Holy Spirit, so that he can con- 
quer in their lives, and you may be sure 
you are not passing through an unusual 
experience. The great joy of it is, to me, 
that you have discerned the coldness Satan 
is trying to throw over you, and that he 
is trying to persuade you to neglect the 
very tonic you need to change the whole 
condition. Nothing but prayer and read- 
ing the Bible can see you through and 
give you the power you need. 

I remember that as a young girl I went 
through a similar test, and having a de- 
voted older Christian brother, who was 
away from home, I wrote him, and told 
him that I was not living very close 
to the Lord, and the reason I ielt as 
I did. He gave me the advice that 
I want to pass on to you, because I found 
it worked! “Read your Bible and pray, 
even though you must do it feeling like 
an icicle’! If you are persistent in loving 
the Lord and going his way, Satan will 
finally give way on that point and probably 
will try you on some other, for he will 
never give up trying to get a child of 
God to give up her allegiance to her Lord!

Approach to the Lesson 


AUL of Tarsus by the grace of God 

became Saul of Damascus. Saul of 

Damascus by His grace became Paul 
of Antioch. His conversion at Damascus 
included the call to service, which later 
centered in Antioch. When Saul saw the 
Lord Jesus in glory on that trip to Da- 
mascus and heard the words, “I am Jesus 
whom thou persecutest,” he not only saw 
himself the chief of sinners, but he knew 
he was stripped of all that men hold dear. 
He was cut off from his family, his nation, 
his life’s ambition, his material sustenance 
—in a word, he “suffered the loss of all 
things” (Phil. 3:8). But having Christ, 
he had all things. When he asked, “What 
wilt thou have me to do?” it was an ex- 
pression of faith in the guidance of that 
One who had saved him. 


The Historical Setting 

It was probably A. D. 43 when Saul 
went to Antioch at the invitation of Bar- 
nabas, about nine years after his conver- 
sion, which we have placed tentatively at 34. 
Paul’s first visit to Jerusalem, after his con- 


version, was about A. D. 37, the second visit, 


with Barnabas, in 44 or 45. The church 
at. Antioch was begun in 38 or soon after. 
Verse by Verse 

Acts 11:19.—Phenice. Famous for its 
commerce, its colony at Carthage, its chief 
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cities, Tyre and Sidon, famous also as the 
only Gentile land visited by our Lord 
(Matt. 15:21; Mark 7:24, 31). Antioch. 
The capital of Syria, on the Orontes River, 
twenty miles from the sea, at that time 
was the third city of the empire (after 
Rome and Alexandria), with half a mil- 
lion population, a most beautiful city. Unto 
the Jews only. “Salvation is of the Jews” 
(John 4:22), but they interpreted this to 
mean “salvation is for the Jews.” (Read 
Rom. 15:8; Matt. 10:5, 6; Mark 16: 
15.) 

Verse 20.—And some. Rather, but some, 
for here is a startling exception. Men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene. Men who had come 
in touch with various races. Cyrene, a 
beautiful and influential city, was in north- 
ern Africa, now Tripoli (Matt. 27: 32; 
Acts 6:9). Spake unto the Grecians. 
That is, to the uncircumcised Gentiles. 


Verse 21.—A great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord. They turned from 
sin to a personal acceptance of the Lord 
himself. They turned from idols to serve 
the, living God (Acts 26:18; 1 Thess. 1: 
9). 

Verse 22.—Tidings ... unto... Jeru- 
salem. The mother church, headed by the 
apostles, kept in touch with the Gospel 
movement in all the world. They sent forth 
Barnabas. A Grecian Jew of Cyprus, and 
an ideal messenger (4:36, 37). 

Verse 23.—Had seen the grace of God. 
God’s work of grace in human lives is 
always something that can be seen. Was 
glad. Barnabas was as glad as though 


the work had been his own (1 Cor. 13: 
6). Exhorted them all, “Barnabas” means 
“son of exhortation or consolation.” (Same 
word in Luke 2:25; Acts 9:31; 15:31; 
2-Cor. 133-7.) 

Verse 24.—For he was a good man. 
That is, a generous, large-hearted man, not 
self-centered, but going out in love and 
sympathy to others (Matt. 20:15; Psa. 
ri ie) ° 

Verse 26.—Called Christians first in An- 
tioch. The Gentiles, taking the title 
“Christ,” meaning “Messiah” or “Anointed 
One,” as a proper name, fixed upon the 
dominant characteristic of the disciples: 
they were followers of Christ. It cannot 
be proved that the title was in derision; 
it may have been in respect (Acts 2: 47; 
Ce ee 

Verse 27—Prophets from Jerusalem. 
Prophets were a gift to the whole church 
(Eph. 4:11), men who spoke forth God’s 
message and who might foretell. 

Verse 28.—Agabas. Who later prophe- 
sied concerning Paul (Acts 21:10, I1). 
In the days of Claudius Cesar. The fourth 
Roman Emperor, following Augustus, 
Tiberius, and Caligula; he reigned from 
41 to 54, and was succeeded by Nero. 


Verse 29.—The disciples, every man ac- 
cording to his ability. Following the prin- 
ciple that every Christian, rich and poor, 
should have a proportionate share in giv- 
ing. Determined to send relief. The 
prophecy of the future event was not to 
satisfy curiosity but to stimulate action, in 
a practical way. Unto the brethren which 
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dwelt in Judea. Josephus says the famine 
was severe in Judea; and Hebrew Chris- 
tians, cut off from their nation, would be 
in special need. 


Verse 30.—Which also they did. It is 


one thing to determine, another thing to 
carry out the purpose (2 Cor. 8: 10-12). 

Acts 12: 25.—John, whose surname was 
Mark. His mother Mary was prominent 
in the church (v. 12). He was a cousin 
of Barnabas (Col. 4:10, R. V.), later to 
be the occasion of the separation of Paul 
and Barnabas (Acts 15: 36-40), thought 
by most scholars to be the writer of the 
second Gospel (1 Pet. 5:13). 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Paul’s conversion magnifies the power 
of God. Saul had nothing to do with it, 
but to bow to that power. But no less did 
Paul’s call to service magnify the power 
and grace of God. What wonders did 
God work to get the Gospel message to 
the Gentiles! He used the faith and zeal 
of Stephen to stir the enmity of the Jews 
and to start great persecution. He used 
that persecution to drive forth the dis- 
ciples who were rooted in Jerusalem. He 
spoke from Heaven to Peter to make him 
‘ready to go to Gentile Cornelius, whom 
he baptized directly with the Holy Spirit, 
without an apostle’s hands. He used the 
plain believers to tell the word to. Gentiles 
of Antioch and prepared the new church 
there. And finally his chosen instrument 
Paul, whom he had claimed by his mighty 
power when he was the chief leader in 
seeking to destroy the new faith, is now 
called through Barnabas to come to that 
Gentile church. What a fascinating story 
of the wrath of man made to praise God! 
From beginning to end it is the exalted 
Lord Jesus himself who is directing mat- 
ters. When we hear the name “Paul,” 
there instantly springs to our mind these 
other words, contained in the Golden Text: 
Gospel, power, faith, salvation by grace, 
all nations— Jew and Gentile. But it is 
the power of God, not the power of Paul. 
Paul is not the power, but Paul’s Gospel. 
Paul himself is a sample of. what that 
power can do. He not only gave the mes- 
sage, but he was a message. The Lord who 
found Saul at Damascus prepared Antioch 
and moved Paul from Tarsus to that new 
and glorious center of the Gospel, from 
which God’s appointed apostle was to take 
it to the ends of the earth, in the first real 
obedience to the Great Commission,

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9:19, 20; 26:20), then in Jerusalem and 
Judza (Acts 26:20; 9: 26-30), then prob- 
ably in Tarsus. The Jews rejected his 
message (Acts 22: 17-21), and this was the 
occasion of the special call to the Gentiles. 
Yet even in going to the Gentile world 
we shall find that he goes first to the 
Jew. 

“And also to the Gentile.” -It required 
miracle after miracle for the believers in 
Christ to realize the Lord’s clearly an- 
nounced intention to preach the Gospel to 
all nations. What a ministry was this to 
which Paul was called,—to preach the 
grace of Christ and establish a Gospel that 
would for all time be set free from the 
Jewish yoke. 


Evangelism. The revival leading to the 
Church at Antioch was a layman’s revival. 
Individual Christians were the evangelists. 
They went about on their business, but 
their chief business was making Christ 
known. We see also that teaching and 
building up the converts is an essential 
thing for the continuance of revival. 


The Church and Denominations. The 
unity of the Church, so beautifully set 
forth in this lesson, is God’s will for the 
Church today. Whether in Jerusalem or 
Antioch, whether Jews or Gentiles, the 
doctrine is the same, the bond of love is 
the same, and the leader is the same, the 
Lord Jesus. To maintain this unity by 
outward authority of government, main- 
taining one Church by force, has been 
shown from Scripture and from history 
to be impossible. On the other hand, to 
deny the possibility of this unity, by build- 
ing denominational lines that are stronger 
than the cords that make all Christians one 
in Christ, is a mistake not less fatal.

The Jews 
of today: are lost, and need to be saved as 
much as the Jews of Paul’s day. 
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Send the Gospel to the unreached Gen- 
tiles. There are estimated to be more than 
eight hundred millions living today who 
have not heard the Gospel. This is many 
millions more than when Paul preached. 


Cleave to the Lord with purpose of heart. 
Sinners are saved by a miracle, born again 
by the power of God. Yet the call is to 
cleave to the Lord, building ourselves up 
in the faith. 


Minister to the babes in Christ. One 
of the greatest needs of the Church is to 
have many- Barnabases, sons of exhortation, 
who will build up the young Christians. 
Then many others will be added to the 
Lord. 


Minister to the needy saints in time of 
depression. These depression days are 
days of opportunity. Before the oppor- 
tunity passes, let us give and give, sacri- 
ficially, to help Christians and Christian 
work, 


Be patient in preparing for life-service 
and in waiting the Lord’s time. Be faith- 
ful in the next task at hand while waiting 
for the opening: of future or larger work.

As Antioch began a Church that was not 
a Jewish “sect,” so the new name “Chris- 
tian” signalized the liberation of the new 
faith from the swaddling clothes of Juda- 
ism. 

Happy is the man who has found his life 
work — provided that life work has the 
same aim as Paul’s—to make Christ 
known. 

And to think that the mother Gentile 
church of the world was started by the 
witnessing of laymen: Laymen, awake!

The Busy Men's Corner

The Hand.—The hand of the Lord was 
with them (Acts 11:21). Your hand is 
you. If you are a gentleman of the old 
school you probably said to her father, “I 
have come to ask your daughter’s hand in 
matriage.” Sally’s hand was Sally. That 
is why you used to like to sit and hold it. 
And that is why Sally always took so much 
pains to have her hands well manicured. 
The real girl takes as much pains with her 
hands as she does with her feet. She is 
particular about both gloves and shoes, as 
hands and feet reveal her character. 

‘When in the shops you question the high 
price of an article the sales person explains, 
“All hand made.” A painting or an etch- 
ing has to be hand made not to be a mere 
print crying, “There’s a thousand more 
just like me.” And if the artist has a high 
reputation the price is likely to be some- 
what higher. 


What I am trying to say is, what you 
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are is largely in your hand. The portrait 
painter insists on painting the hand to 
make a true picture. The hand of the 
Lord with you is God with you. This is 
why I so often say and write, “That man 
will be a success in his vocation or avo- 
cation who, while he keeps one hand on his 
business and daily .task, keeps the other 
hand in the great hand of ‘Our Father 
who art in heaven,’ to whom he daily prays” 
(John 10: 28, 29). 

Right after the sinking of the great ocean 
liner The Titanic, one of the newspaper 
artists drew a picture of a great hand 
reaching up through the sea and holding 
in its palm the great ship. It was titled, 
“The Hand of God.” The whole world and 
all in it (Psa. 139: 7-10; Isa. 40: 12). 


Names.—The disciples were called Chris- 
tians first in Antioch (v. 26). The early 
Christians were no doubt called by various 
names. Brethren, Disciples, The Way, and 
other names that have beea lost. The Holy 
Spirit selected the name he wanted to en- 
dure, “Christians” was selected because it 
accurately describes us. Americans are 
people who live in America. Europeans 
are those who live in Europe. Christians 
are those who live in Christ (Rom. 12: 
5; 1 Thess. 4: 16). 

Oh, you know some Christians that are 
not, etc.? Labels get mixed sometimes! 
There is much in a name. One of the 
charms of Dickens stories is his wonderful 
choice of names for the characters he has 
created. There is something mysterious 
about it. Jenny Wren, the little doll dress- 
maker. Sairy Gamp, the tippling nurse. 
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Bill Sykes, the thief. Uriah Heep, the 
sneak. Wilkins McCawber, the optimist, 
and so on. 

A mother and son were rolling through 
town on rubber. “Look, Son, at that sign 
over there,” cried the mother. “Gabriel 
Snubbers! How Dickens would have loved 
that name.” “Why, Mother, that’s not a 
man’s name, that’s something you put on 
an automobile to keep you from bumping 
through the top.” 

People make the same mistake with the 
name “Christian.” They think it is the 
name of the person who is living in Christ, 
whereas, it often is just something of an 
attachment of the church that goes for re- 
spectability, and commands the use of the 
clergy and the edifice for weddings and 
funerals for as little as you care to pay — 
since they have abolished pew rents. Makes 
the “riding” easier, if you get what I mean. 

Along about 1492 another name for 
Christians was “The Hounds of God.” So 


called because the only church in the world: 


was busy in Spain and elsewhere hunting 
down and torturing to death those who were 
real Christians. Huss and Savanarola 
were burned, and Luther would have fol- 
lowed if the “Hounds” had been able to run 
him down. 


Giving.—Every man according to his 
ability, determined to send relief unto the 
brethren ... in Jud@a (v. 29). Every so 
often some one breaks into print in an at- 
tack on Christianity. But the great fact 
remains, We Christian people with all our 
faults (said faults make us need the Sav- 
iour) are the only people (outside the 
Jews) who go down into our pockets for 
the relief of human need and misery. I 
dare you or the world to name a great bene- 
faction by Atheism. 

Yea, not the smallest benefaction can be 
named by an anti-religious organization. 
Where is the hospital? Where the school 
and college? Where the milk, ice, country 
week, fresh-air, or other health helping 
fund supported by that noisy old Aunty 
Religious! (Psa. 14:1, 6.) 

From time to time we have “drives” 
here in Coatesville for various relief causes: 
Red Cross, Flood Sufferers, Near East, 
Visiting Nurse, Welfare, and so on. Now 
guess how much we get for these non-re- 
ligious enterprises from the folks who 
“have no use for the church.” 

Listen, I’ll tell you exactly. Take your 
pencil and paper. Lay a button or a coin 
on the paper and run the pencil around the 
coin to make a circle. . That stands for 
nothing. Now take the rubber end of your 
pencil and erase the rim. Now you have 
on your paper the gift of the man who 
scorns the church and things religious. 
When in our drives we “go over the top” 
it is largely due, yea, almost entirely due, 
to those who were first named in Antioch. 

The selection of a name is important, for 


it has a way of sticking. “Black Jack” 


Pershing in the Great War is an example. 
You will have many local examples. Maybe 
you have such a name yourself! But speak- 
ing of this grace of giving, if all of us 
gave according to ability, and not often 
according to the other fellow, I wonder 
how “the brethren in Judza” would fare. 
We give our money for automobiles and 
pleasures according to ability — plus! Ask 
the bill collector!

ELL the story of Stephen’s martyrdom 
very briefly, and explain that great per- 
secution of all who belonged to the Lord 
Jesus followed. This led to the “scatter- 
ing” of which we read in the first verse 


of our lesson (Acts 11: 19-30). Explain 


that Saul and Paul were one and the same 
person; Saul being his Hebrew name, and 
Paul his Roman name. 

Read the lesson slowly, simplifying the 
words where necessary. Point out that 
wherever they went, those who belonged 
to the Lord Jesus felt they must tell others 
about him. Their love for him was very 
real, and we read of the result in verse 21. 

Barnabas came originally from Cyprus, 
and was called Joses when first we hear 
of him, but was nicknamed Barnabas, which 
meant “comforter,” by the apostles, be- 
cause he was such a cheer to them (Acts 
4:36). When they heard of the little 
church which was springing up in Antioch, 
the apostles sent- Barnabas to cheer and 
encourage’ the believers there. 
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Barnabas asked Paul to help him, and 
together they taught the little church at 
Antioch for a whole year. Draw special 
attention to the last part of verse 26. What 
is a Christian? Explain simply what be- 
longing to Christ means. Ask the children 
whether they are really Christians, or only 
Christians in name. 

When the Christians at Antioch heard 
of the need of the poorer Christians in 
Judza, they at once decided to send what 
they could to help them, and they sent it 
with those whom they could trust — Paul 
and Barnabas. Our Memory Verse tells 
us, “By this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one to an- 
other” (John 13: 35). The early Moravians 
even allowed themselves to be sold as slaves 
in order to preach the Gospel to those who 
had never heard the Good News. The 
Lord Jesus is not likely to ask us to do 
anything as. hard as that, but there are 
many ways in which we can show his 
love to other people —for instance, by be- 
ing kind to those who are old and infirm, 
and to those who are small and helpless; 
and by sharing our toys and our money 
with those who have not as much as we 
have.

fF imge his first two attempts to preach 
his new-found Saviour, in Damascus 
and in Jerusalem, Saul must have had some 
years of opportunity among his own fel- 
low townsmen, in Tarsus; for from that, 
his own city, Barnabas. brought him to 
help in the great year-long harvest in 
Antioch (in Syria). In a sense this was 
his first real missionary work, since he 
preached in Damascus and Jerusalem to 
Jews only (including Grecian Jews), ac- 
cording to Luke’s record, and one can 
hardly call his preaching in Tarsus mis- 
sionary work—but must imply that he 
surely did not fail to witness there for his 
Lord, among his old friends. 

Barnabas, who had befriended Paul first 
in that attempt to preach in Jerusalem, 
knew just the right man for the field. in 
Antioch, and there they two must have 
had a glorious year, preaching Christ to 
both Jews and Gentiles, and there estab- 
lishing the first church to be called “Chris- 
tian.” 

No better center in all the Roman world 
could have been selected for this first real 
missionary work, for here the whole Ro- 
man world met, in Oriental setting. Your 
girls will be greatly interested and helped 
to a fuller understanding of the spread of 
the Gospel by fuller knowledge of this 
proud Roman city of wealth, culture, and 
licensed sin. For here all the currents of 
the East met, here Saul of Tarsus found 
the same cosmopolitan conditions he had 
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known from a child, and here he first proved 
that the Gospel of Christ “is the power of 
God unto salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth,” regardless of race or residence. 
True, Paul was not the first so to preach 
and teach, but following the first seed- 
sowing by Barnabas’ fellow islanders (Acts 
II: 19, 20) Paul reaped a great harvest, 
extending the field to the whole city. 


2. Here, then, this early in the world- 
missionary program, were the limits of 
the Gospel set at—?.

AY, fellows, there is one big thought 

in this lesson, which if you will take 
to heart I will not complain, though you 
get nothing else out of it. It is this: God 
has a great big program—bigger than 
you can imagine —and he has supplies in- 
exhaustible and power unlimited to put it 
through. God’s great program is for the 
world, for nations, for communities, for 
churches, for homes, for individuals, — and 
for YOU.

The disciples were making the same mis- 
take that some Christians make today. 

They said “Some and 
few” while God was saying through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, “All and every.” Look 
at Mark 16:15. “Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature.” 
That was the command of the Lord. The 
disciples were not obeying it. They were 
limiting their preaching to the Jews, Then 
God showed to Peter in a dream, and to 
Paul at Damascus, that the Gospel was 
for Gentiles as well. Salvation was in full 
supply for the whole world’s need —and 
more than enough. God never provided a 
shortage in anything. Whatever he does 
is in abundance. Peter at Joppa, and Paul 
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and Barnabas at Antioch discovered this, 
as it was clearly revealed to them — and 
from that time on the Gentiles were in- 
cluded. 
Now, fellows, here is where this big 
truth touches you and me. Every mistake 
we ever made, or ever will make, can be 
attributed to failure to realize that God’s 
abundance is sufficient and available to 
meet our every need. 

God has a large life planned for you — 
a great big life of faith and power. If you 
live a cheap little life, filled with doubts 
and fears, animated by petty motives and 
selfish ends, you are limiting God; you 
are saying “some and few.” It will be a 
tragic disappointment. But if you look 
up into the Father’s face, accept his high 
challenge, and trust him to see you through 
on it as he has promised, you will be the 
happiest fellow you can imagine, You will 
have the fun of conquering yourself and 
throwing that self unreservedly into the 
service of your great Master, Jesus Christ.

AMES FOREST MURCH suggests 
J seven things to be borne in mind by 
every young people’s group if they are 
to have successful prayer meetings on Sun- 
day. Perhaps .they may help us to put 
our fingers upon the weak spots of our 
society. 

1. Purpose. Ask yourself the question, 
“Just what am I hoping may be accom- 
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plished by this particular meeting?” It 
is impossible to hit the mark if you have 
never located the mark, and a hit-or-miss 
program can never create the interest or 
have the effectiveness of a carefully plan- 
ned and definite one. 


2. Preparation. Is it the rule rather 
than the exception for the Sunday eve- 
ning prayer meetings of your society to 
be carefully prepared? Or, are you among 
that unfortunately large number of soci- 
eties where the Scripture lesson is hastily 
and stumblingly read, and the topic an- 
nounced with some such remark as, “I 
am sure this is one of the most interesting 
topics we have had for some time, and 
every one will want to have something to 
say about it’? 

Nor is it fair to blame all the lack of 
preparation upon the leader. It is not 
unheard of to find the room unprepared, 
the pianist unprepared, and the members 
themselves unprepared. How can we ex- 
pect to have helpful meetings when we 
are willing to give so little of our time 
and thought to make them helpful? 

3. Pep. There need be nothing in ac- 
tion and alertness that destroys the spir- 
ituality of any prayer meeting. Even the 
most spiritually minded become weary 
when the music drags, or when the 
speaker is unnecessarily long-winded, or 
when the hearers are listless. We do not 
honor God by drowsy, dreary meetings. 


4. Participation. Unwillingness may 
come sometimes from true timidity. Such 
ones may be encouraged and helped. More 
often it is because those in charge of the 
meeting have failed to steer the thought 
of the topic into channels of interest to 
young people. Careful planning on the 
part of the Prayer Meeting Committee is 
most necessary here. 

5. Prayer. Although our young peo- 
ple’s meetings are avowedly “prayer” 
meetings, just how much time do we really 
spend in prayer? Individual prayers need 
not be long. In fact, it is better if they 
are not so. But sufficient time and en- 
couragement should be given so that young 
people may really be trained to pray. 


6. Productiveness. How easy it is to 
voice high sounding principles and sug- 
gestions in our young people’s prayer 
meetings and have them get no further 
than the door. If our meetings are plan- 
ned with a definite purpose, and care- 
fully prepared and made the subject of 
prayer, have we not the right to expect 
definite results in the lives and. experiences 
of our young people? What good does 
it do to discuss relations with those of 
other races if it makes no difference what- 
ever in the manner in which the members 
of our young people’s society treat the 
Negroes who live in the same town? 


7. Progress. By progress is meant 
growth in the interest and effectiveness of 
the meetings. This can never occur where 
this week’s meeting follows the same 
routine as last week’s, and next week’s 
will be identical, so that all the members 
know exactly what is going to come next 
and, in a large measure, who will take 
part. Endless variety must be the watch- 
word if our meetings are to grip and hold 
the interest.

itual values of the meeting. For example, 
contests that gave points for- participation 
in prayer would be most unwise, whereas 
participation in other ways in the meeting 
might well form. the basis of a contest 
between evenly divided sides or between 
the girls and the boys. Careful judgment 
and much prayer will be needed to handle 
this form of activity.

judge nothing before the time, until the 
Lord come, who both will bring to light 
the hidden things of darkness, and will 
make manifest the counsels of the hearts: 
and then shall every man have praise of 
God.” But the duty of judging is made 
very plain in the next chapter, where Paul 
rebukes with severity the Corinthian Chris- 
tians for not having judged a fellow Chris- 
tian for gross sin. Paul judges them be- 
cause they have failed to judge this of- 
fender: “For I verily ... have judged 
already . . . concerning him that hath so 
done this deed.” And he concludes the 
chapter with the command to the Corinth- 
ians to render this judgment: “Therefore 
put away from among yourselves that 
wicked person.” The following chapter 
continues with the injunction to judge, as 
pointed out earlier in this editorial. 

While the duty of judging, therefore, is 
so vital,-nevertheless it should always be 
entered upon in fear and trembling, remem- 
bering that we are all too prone to judge 
in a wrong spirit, and to utter wrong judg- 
ments, and to be more concerned about 
the mote in a brother’s eye than about the 
beam in our own. Above all, while remem- 
bering that “ye should earnestly contend 
for the faith which was once delivered unto 
the saints’ (Jude 3), let us never forget 
that there is something even greater than 
faith: the love that “never faileth” (1 Cor. 
13:8, 13).

and re-reading the Bible by books. Have 
you done this? Take the Book of John, 
and read it through at one sitting. If it 
does not mean much to you the first time, 
read it through again, more deliberately.

You cannot do much for 
your Lord, unless you know his Word, and 
when you are filled with it you can be 
so valuable to him and in winning souls.

All believers everywhere are urged to 
gather in their homes or places of worship 
during the above mentioned twenty-four 
hours. For those in or near Chicago a 
central location has been provided on the 
thirteenth floor of the Garrick Building, 
64 West Randolph Street, Chicago. Spe- 
cial speakers will be heard and a program 
of prayer carefully arranged.

John Barleycorn, His Life and Letters. 
By Dan Poling. (John C. Winston Co., 
Philadelphia, $1.50.) Repeal of the Eight- 
eenth Amendment will not settle the con- 
troversy over alcohol. The problem remains 
before the American public as a giant evil 
to be conquered. As a genuine contribu- 
tion to a tragic cause Dr, Poling’s book 
brings new tactics into the strategy of the 
war of prohibition advocates against the 
alcoholites. It is an interesting satire upon 
the fulsome exaggerations of booze advo- 
cates. These Philistines in our modern so- 
ciety have long made use of the weapon 
of ridicule. They deride the “drys” and 
do all they can to make them the nation’s 
laughingstock. Dr. Poling has seized upon 
their own method, and with truth. and 
justice makes John Barleycorn a ridicu- 
lous figure. : 

In satirical form Dr. Poling gives us a 
great amount of reliable information on 
the evils of alcohol. His style is inter- 
estingly humorous and should prove very 
readable to those who do not care to study 
the more ponderous works which defend 
prohibition. Young people should find it 
very profitable reading. Readers cannot 
fail to see the influence that liquor inter- 
ests have in American institutions. John 
Barleycorn is revealed to be tragically 
ludicrous in every one of them. Whether 
he is making a speech before Congress, 
defending himself to labor, bellowing has 
false heroics before war veterans, or ap- 
pearing for examination in the midst of a 
group of well-known medical specialists, 
from first to last he is a pompous, presump- 
tuous, corpulent, consistent liar. He is the 
world’s biggest joke and life’s most tragic 
nightmare. 

For years the nation has been made to 
laugh at the somber, black, anemic figure 
in a stovepipe hat which the cartoonist 
Rollin Kirby introduced to the world 
through the columns of the New York 
Herald Tribune some years ago as “Pro- 
hibition.” Perhaps now its place may be 
taken by the bulbous face and barrel torso 
of John Barleycorn which Jack Gallagher 
has drawn so well for Dr. Poling’s book. 
Of course the practical effect of satire may 
be somewhat dubious and we shall need a 
great deal more than this to stem the wave 
of alcohclism sweeping over us. But it 
will not enhance the status of John Barley- 
corn to show him up as the ludicrous im- 
poster he always was and still is. Campaign 
strategies change, but the war against 
liquor must go steadily on. 


His Own Received Him Not, But —. 
By Donald Grey Barnhouse. (Fleming H. 
Revell Co., New York, $1.50.) No mat- 
ter how learned or devoted a person may 
be, if he does not hold the clearly revealed 
dispensational truths concerning the Jew, 
the Gentile, and the Church, he will fail 
to understand the Gospel of Matthew. Dr. 
Barnhouse in a striking way has applied 
a key to the understanding of this book. 
He finds that key in John 1: 11-13. Start- 
ing from this passage he shows how the 
ministry of our Lord is divided into two 
distinct parts, during which he was doing 
two absolutely different things. He first 
made a bona fide offer of his Kingdom 
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and power to Israel. When this is seen, we 
shall not turn to the Sermon on the Mount 
for ethical teaching at the expense of the 
Atonement of our Lord Jesus Christ, nor 
shall we make room for the subtle, modern 
delusion .of a social Christianity which 
aims at the lifting of the masses and the 
reformation of the world. The pivotal 
passage of Matthew is included in chapters 
11-13... Dr. Barnhouse believes that the 
events recorded in these three chapters all 
happened on one Sabbath day. In a vivid 
manner this well known pastor and teacher 
discusses this great crisis. As the Jews 
rejected the offer of the Kingdom, Christ 
turned: definitely to the sufferings that the 
Old Testament said were to follow. As he 
turned, seven new words came into his 
vocabulary, six of them on that one day. 
Many passages from the other Gospels are 
brought into complete harmony with Mat- 
thew. When one gets a clear grasp of 
these two great divisions of our Lord’s 
work, the whole Bible, from Genesis to 
Revelation, begins to be a clear and limpid 
stream of truth. Dr. Barnhouse has given 
us a valuable study in this new book.

Persecution Overruled. 
PRAYER SuGGeEsTIons: Affliction attends 
the Christian life, but does not come by 
chance. It becomes under divine blessing 
a means of spiritual improvement. Every 
trial brings its own suitable consolations. 
Patience works experience, and experience 
props up hope (Rom. 5:4). Welcome af- 
flictions! They work out the furtherance 
of the Gospel. They are used to develop 
the spiritual life. Ministers do well to 
live in this chapter. Afflictions give us 
rough sailing on our voyage home. God 
overrules everything for good. Pray for 
Greek Catholic Europe; for Serbia, Russia, 
Ukrainia, Roumania, Bulgaria, Greece. 
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Wed.—1i Thessalonians 1 : 1-10. 
Receiving the Gospel. 
PraYER SuGGESTIONS: The Thessalon- 
ians owed their hearing of the Gospel 
to the grace of God (Acts 16:9). Your 
election (we may say to those who hear 
the Gospel) is all of God and grace. The 
manner of Gospel preaching must not be 
overlooked. “Our gospel came not unto 
you in word only, but also in power, and 
in the Holy Ghost, and in much assurance” 
—and backed up by the consistent, telling 
lives of its exponents. “Ye know what 
manner of men we were among you for 
your sake.” Is it any wonder the Gospel 
was received, even in much affliction, with 
joy of the Holy Ghost, and with the effects 
we find listed here? Spiritual effects are 
always produced by spiritual causes. Pray 
for Mohammedan Europe; Turkey, Ar- 
menia, Albania, Montenegro, Asia Minor. 


Thurs.—Acts 10 : 34-43. 
“No Respecter of Persons.” 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: Here is heavenly 
light on the “every creature” commission 
of the Lord Jesus. Peter’s inborn preju- 
dice was overcome by the grace of God. 
“God hath shown me that I should not 
call any man common or unclean” (v. 28). 
“God is no respecter of persons.” If God 
accepts all in every nation who “feareth 
him, and worketh righteousness,” why not 
we? God has to teach other Peters this 
same lesson. Pray for Palestine, Arabia, 
Iraq. 


Fri.—Amos 7: 14-17. A Prophet’s Commission. 

PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: Amos. encoun- 
tered a self-appointed Religious Dictator. 
“Go, flee thee away into the land of Judah, 
and there eat bread, and prophesy there” 
(v. 12). But the prophet had a com- 
mission from God for Israel as well as 
for Judah. “The Lord took me... and 
the Lord said unto me, Go, prophesy unto 
my people Israel.” There was no “they- 
won’t-let-me-preach” complaint in Amos. 
He knew whose he was and whom he 
served. He _ fulfilled his commission. 
Persia, Baluchistan, Afghanistan, should be 
remembered today. 


Sat.—Romans 10: 1-10. The Gospel Message. 

PraYER SUGGESTIONS: The Gospel 
message takes account of the two ways 
the human mind locks down for justifica- 
tion before God: the impossible way of 
works, and the humbling way of grace. 
Guilty sinners need pardon, release from 
the punishments legally due their trans- 
gressions, and the blessings of God’s grace 
in Christ Jesus. These can be had only 
upon Gospel terms, through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus. The Gospel mes- 
sage tells guilty, helpless sinners of the 
One who magnified the law and made it 
honorable by perfect obedience, who atoned 
for sins we have committed, and of the 
offer of blessings, his by right and pur- 
chase, to all who receive him as Saviour 
and Lord, and confess him before men. 
And “whosoéver believeth shall not be 
ashamed.” Pray for the Malay Peninsula, 
the extreme southern end of Asia. 


Sun.—Colossians 3: 12-17. The New Man. 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: The man you used 
to be must never be “put on” again. The 
“new man” you are in Christ Jesus must 
never be “put off’: but contrarily enriched 
with the riches of his life, the sevenfold 
glories of which are mentioned here. Vic- 
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tory becomes yours when you side with 
Christ in the conflict. .Pray for Nepal, an 
independent Himalayan kingdom, and. As- 
sam and Burma, provinces in India.
